Taking note of the report of the Secretary-General, 27 

1. Calls upon all the parties to the conflict to cease im¬ 
mediately and simultaneously all military activities within 
Lebanon and across the Lebanese-Israeli border and not later 
than 0600 hours, local time, on Sunday, 6 June 1982; 

2. Requests all Member States which are in a position 
to do so to bring their influence to bear upon those concerned 
so that the cessation of hostilities declared by Security Coun 
cil resolution 490 (1981) can be respected; 

3. Requests the Secretary-General to undertake all pos¬ 
sible efforts to ensure the implementation of and compliance 
with the present resolution and to report to the Security 
Council as early as possible and not later than forty-eight 
hours after the adoption of the present resolution.

flict, in particular, by facilitating the dispatch and distribution 
of aid provided by United Nations agencies and by non¬ 
governmental organizations, in particular, the International 
Committee of the Red Cross; 

2. Appeals to Member States to continue to provide the 
most extensive humanitarian aid possible; 

3. Stresses the particular humanitarian responsibilities 
of the United Nations and its agencies, including the United 
Nations Relief and Works Agency for Palestine Refugees 
in the Near East, towards civilian populations and calls upon 
all the parties to the conflict not to hamper the exercise of 
those responsibilities and to assist in humanitarian efforts; 

4. Takes note of the measures taken by the Secretary- 
General to co-ordinate the activities of the international 
agencies in this field and requests him to make every effort 
to ensure the implementation oi and compliance with the
